(LMINATION OF A GROWING FEELING 
OF DISCONTENT. 


What the Government Has Been and 
What It Is-The Boulogne Incident 
Reviewed—Victoria’s Royal Visitor— 
British News—The Pope’s Health De- 
clining—Movement to Restore His 
Temporal Power—The Archbishop of 
Aix Encouraged—Foreign News. 


Loxpox, Nov. 4.—A dispatch which has 
been received here from Rio Janeiro, 


the capital of Brazil, brings news 
of what seems to be nothing less than 
another revolution. Congress, the 
dispatch says, has been dis- 
solved and martial law has 
been proclaimed at Rio Janeiro and 
mroughout the provinces. The cablegram 


also announces that a dictatorship has been 
established in Brazil. 

Brazil ceased tobe an Empire with the 
overthrow and exile of Dom Pedro II. in 1889. 
A Provisional Government was established 
with Senor da Fonseca as its head. Follow- 
ing this a general election resulted in his se- 
lection asthe Pregidentof the Republic of 
Brazil. For some time there has been 
growing discomfort among the people, and 
then signs of revolution have been increas- 
in, Great dissatisfaction has been ex- 
pressed With the present Administration for 
the loose way in which the important matter 
of land grants has been conducted, and with 
theconduct ofthe finances of the Republic. 
x months ago a revolt broke out among the 
troops in the province of Para, but it was 
quickly put down. 

4 more comprehensive movement to change 
the government was suppressed in last Au- 
gust. This was to take place at Salta and 
Rio Grande, important cities. The armories 
were to be attacked andthe treasuries loot- 
ed. By mere chance the plot was discovered 
and the plan failed. 

Infact, Brazil has been a republic only in 
name. Like many other South American 
governments the President is virtually dic- 
tator. 

That there were disturbances of a serious 
nature at Rio Janeiro early in October were 
not entirely denied, but it was said that they 
were of a purely local character, They 
broke out during the nigut of Oct. 8 
atthe Italian Theater, and the trouble soon 
spread to adjacent streets, The police ar- 
restel many of the rioters, but being out- 
numbered, was compelled to call upon 
troops for protection. A force of 
cavalry consequently was sent to the scene 
ofthe riots and that troops were compelled 
to make several charges upon the mob before 
order was restored. A number of people 
were killea and many more were injured 
during this disturbance, which is said to 
have had its origin ina political intrigue or 
conspiracy regarding the succession tothe 
Presidency, that question having assumed 
prominence owing to the reported weak 
state of the President’s health. Throughout 
the night and the next day the troops 
patrolled the streets of Rio Janeiro, 

was some further desultory fght- 
and several more persons were 
sald to have been killed. Onthe day follow- 
ing it was announced that order had been 
completely restored, and that all the leaders 
of the conspiracy were under arrest. 

The first form of government following 
Dom Pedro’s overthrow and abdication was 
known asthe Provisional Republic of the 
United States ot Brazil, and it took charge of 
the helm of State Nov. 17, 1889, with the fol 
lowing Cabinet at the head of affairs:

The Ameer has ordered the purchase of 
some comfortable winter garments in Lon- 
don, to be worn during hisjourney. The 
visit of the Ameer will be of great political 
importance, and the announcement of his 
intention has, it is said, already created con - 
siderable irritation at St. Peterburg.

HEALY’S STRIPES. 


THE DEFAMER OF WOMEN BLACK AND 
FROM YESTERDAY’S THRASHING. 

DvusBLIn, Nov. 4.—Tim Healy is greatly dis- 
turbed by the publicity which the story of 
his horsewhipping has received. He now de- 
clares that he throttled McDermott and pre- 
vented him from striking. There are plenty 
of witnesses to the contrary. These witnesses 
heard at least fifty strokes of the horsewhip 
as McDermott rained the blown on Healy, 
while Healy danced and jumped about, yell- 
ing with pain and calling for some one to help 
him. Healy must be black and blue all over 
from McDermott’s blows, and it is believed 
that the real reason he refused to complain 
against McDermott for the assault was his 
fear that the whole story would come out in 
the courts. Afterthe horsewhipping Healy 
wept with vexation and pain, and has since 
been unable to sit down, at least in public. 

The following is the language used by Mr. 
Timothy Healey, M. P., speaking at Long- 
ford on Sunday last, in regard to Mrs. Charles 
Stewart Parnell, which led to his being horse- 
whipped by Mr. McDermott, the late Mr. Par- 
nell’s nephew. Mr. Healy said: 

No more shocking incident has been heard 
than this alliance between so-called Irish 
patriots and a proved British —. I do not 
mince my words in dealing with this man. 

Mr. McDermott, after having chastised Mr. 
Healy, received the following telegram: 
„Bravo! We congratulate you for having 
whippeda cowardly cur who attacked an 
undefended, sorrowing wowan.’’ This dis- 
patch was signed Pat O’Brien and Wm. Red- 
mond.

THE CORK ELECTION. 

CorK, Nov. 4.—The result of the Cork elec- 
tion will not be announced until midday on 
Saturday, witha view of avoiding the con- 
flictsthat might arise from an announce- 
ment on the night of the polling. There are 
8,000 Unionist voters in Cork who do not ap- 
pear to be settled as to their course in the 
election. 

A TURBULENT CONVENTION. 

DuBLIN, Nov. 4.—The Irish National Con- 
vention is in session at Waterford. Greatex- 
citement prevails in the town and noisy 
and turbulent mobs are thronging 
its streets. Several persons have been 
clubbed by the police, who are determined 
to repress any attempt at violence. A second 
dispatch from Waterford states that the 
Parnellites have just made a desperate 
attempt to disperse the convention. The 
police have repeatediy charged them, and 
have used their batons vigorously. The mob 
was a determined one and fought stubbornly. 
it is only with the greatest 
effort that the officers have thus far 
been ableto successfully cope with the riot- 
ers. The crowd is apparently cowed for the 
time, but it is feared that it will again become 
aggressive. Women were frequently ob- 
served hurling stones and wielding biud- 
geons. 


LEO XIII. 


THE VENERABLE PONTIFF’S HEALTH DECLIN- 
ING~—TEMPORAL POWER. 


Roux, Nov. 4.—At an audience given by 
Pope Leo to the Bishop of Limerick, the 
Pontiff asked many questions as to the situa- 
tion in Ireland and appeared affected by the 
death of Parnell. The Pope is said to 


be losing strength. He shows symptoms 
of partial paralysis, and in October 
he caused his temporal and spiritual 


wills to be prepared. He disclaims any per- 
sonal feeling as to the choice of a successor, 
and by his temporal will his property is in- 
trusted to four cardinals for certain specified 
purposes. His property consists chiefly ina 
deposit in the Bank of England, and in free- 
hold and leasehold investments made in 
Great Britain as a precaution inthe event of 
having to leave Rome. 
FOR TEMPORAL POWER. 

AFrench committee is being organized to 
agitate for the maintenance inviolate of the 
papal guarantees, and also to convene a 
World’s Catholic Congress to consider the re- 
lations of the Pope to Italy, and the expedi- 
ency of the necessity of some reform in 
those relations. The main object of the 
congress would, it is understood, be 
to advance the proposed restoration 
of the Pope’s temporal power. The meeting 
place of such a congress would be a matter 
of difficulty, as both Germany and Spain 
have refused to permit attacks to be publicly 
made by local congresses upon the integrity 
of England. 

THE GOTH-SOULARD MATTER. 

Monsigneur Goth-Soulard, Archbishop of 
Aix, has received assurance of active support 
from thirty-eight Catholic Bishops of France 
in the matter at issue between him and the 
Government, growing out of the recent visit 
of the French pligrims to Rome. All ot the 
French Cardinals, except Cardinal Bemarion, 
have written tothe Mntin, lauding its course 
in connection with the poposed prosecution 
by the Government of the Archbishop of Alx.

DOWN A SHAFT.

Nineteen Miners Plunge to the Bot- 
tom of the Anaconda Mine. 


Seventeen Instantly Killed and Two 
Fatally Injured. 


— — 


A WEAKENED ROPE PARTED AND 
DROPPED THE CAGE. 


Workmen in the Mine Narrowly Escape 
Injury—Details of the Disaster—Fright- 
ful Boiler Explosion—Two Children 
Burned to Death—Shot While Out 
Hunting—The Casualties of a Day and 
Minor Mishaps. 


Burr City, Mont., Nov. 4.—The worst min- 
ing accident of the year took place at the 
Anaconda mine this morning, when seven- 
teen miners were killed in a cage coming up. 
Midnight, the time to shift the gangs of 
men had come, and a cage full of 
miners returning from work stepped out 
into the open air. Their places were 
at once taken by nineteen men who 
were to take up the work they had just 
abandoned and the cage was started toward 
the depths below. The rope had been un- 
wound but a couple of times from the slowly 
revolving windlass when there was a sudden 
snap and a cry of horror from the shaft in 
which the cage had buta moment before dis- 
appeared. The rope had broken and the 
cage with its nineteen inmates was precipi- 
tated to the bottom of the mine. 

It was some little time before any assist- 
ance could be sent them. The shaft down 
which they had plunged to death was useless 
and other ways of getting at the place where 
they had fallen were roundabout. Fortu- 
nately there was some help for the dead and 
dying in the mine itself. A number of min- 
ers who were through work and waiting to 
be relieved were at the bottom of the 
shaft waiting for the cage to take them 
out. Amidst them, narrowly missing 
some, the cage dashed. It broke, 
and before their eyes were the mangled bod- 
ies of the companions whom they were 
awaiting. There was little, however, tha 
could be done. Of the nineteen men who 
made made the fearful ride, seventeen were 
dead, their forms crushed out of all sem- 
biance to those of human beings, while the 
two who were yet breathing had no hopes of 
recovery. 

The Anaconda is the biggest in the State. It 
employs 400 men and was reopened after u 
long closing Oct. 22. 


FRIGHTFUL BOILER EXPLOSION. 
SANBORN, N. D., Nov. 4.—A frightfal boller 
explosion occurred four miles east of San- 
born at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. Ed 
Thompson, the engineer, was blown five rods 


by the force of the explosion and when picked 
up was found to be horribly mangled, the 
left eye having deen blown out, his arms 
broken .and his legs crushed, He is still 
living, but his chances of recovery are slim. 
Albert Thompson, feeder, had his right arm 
biown off and otherwise injured. It is doubt- 
ful it he oan live. Ed Swartout, fireman, was 
badly scalded and the full extent of his in- 
juries is not known. It is not known how 
many others were injured as full particulars 
have not been received. The cause of the 
explosion is not known. 


SHOT WHILE HUNTING. 


Price, son of Dr. Price of Chicago, was shot 
and killed last Saturday night by W. H. Hub- 


bard of Spring Valley, near Glenwood, while 
on a hunting expedition. A party comprised 
of Price, A. C. Fleischner of Chiccgoand J. W. 
Cobb of the Denver Omnibus & Carriage Co. 
started from here on Saturday for a two 
weeks’ h unt on the Big Muddy, with Hubbard 
as guide. While in camp that night at the 
head of Thompson Creek in Pitkin County, 
Price, who is a somnambulist, left the tent 
while asleep, and on returning was mistaken 
for a bear and shot. 


TWO CHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH.

Ide Coroner will be called upon to-day to 
investigate a peculiar case, which was un- 
covered by Detectives Dotgman and Fagin 
last night through information furnished by

Word was re- 
ceived atg§police headquarters last night that 
the bodies of two infants would be found 
buried in a cigar box in the yardin the rear 
of 1318 Chouteau avenue, where Mrs. Ploehn 
conducts a boarding-house. The location of 
the box was so accurate the detectives found 
na trouble in digging it up. The skeletons of 
two undeveloped children were found in the 
box, and from the appearance it was seen 
they had been buried about one month. The 
informant had told the police that Lizzie 
Helman, an 18-year-old servant girl,employed 
by Mrs. Ploehn, was the mother of both 
children. Miss Helman and Mrs. Ploehn 
were arrested and taken tothe Four Courts 
where their statements were taken In writ- 
ing. The young woman admitted to Chief 
Desmond that she had given birth 
to the babes six weeks ago. She 
had been — — the ripen 4 
of a young man employed as clerk in a Whole - 
Sale drug house and said he was the father. 
While at work in the kitchen about six 
weeks ago, she attempted to lift a heavy 
kettle from the stove and this brought 
on pains. That night she was e- 
livered and to hide the evidences 
ofhershame. She and her sister, Emma, 
also a servant in the house, buried the babies 
inthe yard.

Sewer Commissioner Dick Southard’s de- 
partment is getting very careful about its 
contracts nowadays. Formerly, when a con- 
tract was about to be let, an engineer of the 


department went over the line where the 
sewer was to be laid, and sounded the earth 
about ten feet.

HIS FAITH ON TRIAL 


Prof. Briggs Arraigned Before the New 
York Presbytery. 


HE DISSECTS THE CHARGES AND OUT- 
LINES A DEFENSE. 


Mode of Frocedure by the Ecclesiastical 
Court— The Specific Offenses Against 
the Creed — Doctrinal Utterances 
Through the Press and From the Pul- 
pit—A Notable Case. 


New Tonk, Nov. 4.—The New York Presby- 
tery assembled at 10 o’clock this morning in 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church on Four- 
teenth street, near Sixth avenue, for 
the the purpose of beginning the trial 
of Prof. Chas. A. Briggs on the 
charge of heresy, based upon the language 
used by him in his inaugural address in 
Union Theological Seminary. Dr. John C. 
Bliss presided as Moderator and called the 
Presbytery toorder. There isafull attend- 
ance. Dr. Briggs, itis understood, will con- 
duct his own defense. One of the chief 
charges against Dr. Briggs is that he dis- 
putes the accuracy of the Bible. 

The Professor read a paper objecting to the 
form ofthe charges preferred, stating that 
the report of the committee which form- 
ulated the indictment against him 
charges offenses which are not now 
proposed for trial. The committee charges 
him with uttering doctrinal teachings 
respecting the miracles, original condi- 
tion of man, etc., without attempting 
to prove the charge. This, Dr. Briggs 
said, did him a great injustice 
and was apt toprejudice the decision of the 
members. He said if he had caused wide- 
spread anxiety in the church he was sorry, 
but in his conscience he felt no guilt as re- 
gards disturbing the peace and harmony of 
the church, 

He further added that the charges were 
general, obscure and trregular in form 
throughout. There is nothing in the specifi- 
cations that can be tested by the defendant. 
He admitted the excerpts from his

tain the charges are missing in the 

indictment. As for instance, there 

Was nothing to deny that the Bidle, asa 

book, is paper, print and binding, nothing 

more.

He said alsothat the indictment contained 
insinuations wholly unwarranted. He de- 
nied that he ever taught doctrines conflicting 
with the Holy Scriptures as the only infalli- 
bie rule of faith and practice, 


HOW IT WILL BE TRIED. 


MODE OF PROCEDURE ON THE PART OF THE 
PRESBYITERY. 

The caseof Prof. Briggs, now before th 
New York Presbytery, is one of the most im- 
portant trials in the history of the Presbyte- 
rian Church. Two great trials have preceded 
it. The first wasthat of the Rev. Albert 


Barnes of Philadelphia; the second was that 
of the Rev. David Swing of Chicago. 
The result in both cases was injurious to the 
church, The issue involved in this case 
is much more than the victory or defeat of 
Dr. Briggs. If he is found to be guilty of 
heresy, how can the eminent clergymen who 
have warmly upheld his belief escape a sim- 
ilar ordeal? Can the church withstand the 
shock of a dozen or a hundred such trials? 

Specific charges against Prof. Briggs are 
vioiations of the vows of ordination taken by 
him when he became a Presbyterian minister. 
Specifications to sustain the charges are 
drawn from the more recent utterances of Dr. 
Briggs. These include quotations from his 
works which are supposed to be contrary to 
the Confession of Faith, The indictment is 
much more extensive than the original three 
charges brought by Dr. Birch’s committee 
last May. In addition to the specific de- 
parture from the confession to be charged in 
the indictment there is the general charge of 
his having swept aside the whole Confession 
of Faith in his ‘*Whither,’’ and in the 
Forum article on Church and Creeds.’’ 

MODE OF PROCEDURE. 

When a presbytery meets for judicial pro- 
ceedings, itis called a judicatory, in the lan- 
guage of the church. he regular moderator 

the presiding officer. In this 
the magisterial duty is discharged 

y the Rev. J. „ Bliss of the 
Washington Heights Presbyterian Church. 
He was elected at the meeting of the Pres 
bytery on Oct. 6, and was not Opposed, His 
views upon the present controversy are 
regarded as mildly conservative. The 
friends of Dr. Briggs believed that they 
would have no reason to fear that Dr. Bliss 
would be swayed by his opinions when the 
case came to trial. 

On the part of the prosecution the case is 

resented by the committee which formu 
ated the charges against Dr. 2 

This committee is made up as follows: The 
Rev. Dr. George W. F. Birch, the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph J. Lanpe, the Rev. Dr. Robert F. 
Sample, Prof. John J. Stevenson and Col. 
John J. McCook. 

Dr. Briges will not have the advantage of 
legal counsel, In the Book of Discipline, 
by the rules of which the proceedings in 
such cases are governed, occurs this pro- 
vision: ‘‘No professional counsel shall be 
employed to appear and plead in cases of 
process before any of our ecclesiastical judi- 
Claries. But ifany accused son feel una- 
ble to represent and plead hisown cause to 
reagan hemay request any minister or 
elder belonging to the judication before 
which he appears to prepareand exhibit his 
cause as he may judge proper. 

THE JURY. | 

The jury in this trial is ‘the Presbytery. 
There are fifty-five churches, and each may 
de represented by its pastor and an 
elder. Then there are over a 
hundred clergy men who are not in 
charge of churches, but are members of 
tie New rork ge fat The total number 
is about 220. But these, some are in dis- 
tant lands; some will de otherwise unavoid- 
ably absent. If 180 in all attend the trial it 
will be regarded asa very large number, 
The Book of Discipline provides that no 
member not sent during the whole tria 
can vote. e roll must be calledafter each 
recess and adjournment, and the names of 
absentees must be noted.

An interesting old gentleman from Maine 
has been down in Washington this week. He 
comes from Portland, where Tom Reed was 
born, and he remembers all about the ex- 


Speaker when a boy. ‘‘I remember,’’ he said 
to the Washington correspondent of the New 
York Recorder, the first time Tom Reed went 
to school and the first speech he ever made. 
I was one of the big boys in the school, and 
one day two of the girls brought 
ina funny-looking little chap, with round, 
fat cheeks, eyes to match, and atow head. 
It was the future Speaker, and a very good 
portrait in miniature. That was the begin- 
ning of his school days, and for a long time 
he was the most demure little fellow imagin- 
able. We used to ‘speak pieces’ every week, 
and the first time it came Tom’s turn he got 
off something about ‘Old Jim Crow’ in four 
lines, and he did itso seriously in his queer 
little voice that the effect was ludicrous. 
Tom grew into a very sedate kind of 
a boy. Everybody wore long hair 
then, and his appearance was comical, 
as he was rather tall and thin, and 
his locks even then were sparse. When he 
was 15 or 16 years old he experienced religion 
and his exhortations inthe evening meeting 
were the pride of the good church people. 
Everybody expected then that Tom would 
develop into a preacher, and he went to 
Bowdoin College with that jatention, but 
something or other switched him off. In col- 
lege he was as quiet as he nad been when a 
boy, but nobody ever got ahead of him. He 
was the best debater there, and some of his 
essays were remarkable productions. I re- 
member one he wrote for a prizeon ‘The 
Fear of Death.’ It was the weirdest thing I 
ever heard, and Tom added to the effect by 
the curious way in which he delivered it.

DECLINE NOONAN’S INVITATION. 


President Marcus Bernheimer and EB. 0. 
Stanard Write to the Mayor. 


President Marcus Bernheimer ofthe Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, and E. O. Stanard have 
both written to Mayor Noonan declining to 
serve on his river committee. Extracts from 
President Bernheimer’s letter follow: 


While Iam heartily in accord with the object for 
which you would form this committee, I am yet con- 
strained to decline your invitation. Firstly because 
there is now in existence acommittee composed of 
prominent members of the Merchants Exchange, 
which has been appointed with reference to their 
6 ial fitness an knowledge of the necessi- 
ties of the river, and who have already done much 
valuable work, and have mapped out much more to 
be done during the coming session of Congress; aad 
therefore, in my opinion, it would not be wise to 
create another committee, as a 50 Coins — might, 
and likely would, divide our influence, thereby in- 
juring,. rather than benetiting, the cause. 

Furthermore, I could not consistently accept your 
invitation in view of the fact that in a communica- 
tion recently made by you to the Western Water- 
ways Convention held at Evansville you said: In 
my opinion there has been for years a deliberate, 

rsistent purpose on the part of certain interests in 

his city to oppose and neutralize the honest efforts 
made by others to secure adequate appropriations 
for the securing ofa depth of eight or ten feet of 
water during the navigable months ofthe year from 
here to Cairo. Greed, avarice and jealousy have 
combined to obstruct the natural outiet for the pro- 
ducts of the West to the markets of the old Worid. 
Delegates have been sent to conventions to obstruct 
and not to aid the obtaining of large appropriations 
for the river. Committees have been appointed, 
composed of those whose interests lie altogether in 
the direction of delay and obstruction. 

Now, I to say, that all committees and delega- 
tions which have n appointed in recent years on 
oe River matters, emanated from the Mer- 
chants Exchange of this city, imcluding the one 
which I appointed to represent the Exchange at the 
Evansvilie convention, consisting of Capt. 
Isaac a Mason, Chairman; Henry C. 
Haarstick. E. 0. Dea ard, Cc. . Orth- 
wein, Michael McEnnis, „ Seth W. Cobb and 
Geo. H. Morgan, and the reputations whieh these 
gentiemen bear in this community. and the good 
work which te" have done in this cause in former 
Conventions, should have saved them from the in- 
sinuations and statements contained in your above 
quoted letter, which, to say the least, were un- 
called for, and coming as they did from the chief 
executive of the city, are calculated to seri in- 
jure the cause of river improvement. 

The letter concludes by calling the Mayor’s 
attention to the garbage dumps and asks his 
co-operation in securing river improve- 
ments. 

Following are extracts from the letter of 
Gov. Stanard: 

I am led to infer from your letter that you be- 
lieve that the committees which have been a inted 
to look after the improvement of the river, secure 
appropriations, etc., have been of a temporary char- 
acter. Now lam of the opinion that the Mississippi 
River Improvement Committee of the Merchants’ 
Exchange has been a diligent committee, its ses- 
sions have been frequent and they have often visited 
Washington in the interest of appropriatious for 
Detter navigation of the Mississippi Eiver and its 
tributaries. Thereis also an executive committee 
of a nationa!] character, so far as the waterways of 
the country are concerned, to look after the interests 
of their improvement. 

Iam glad to see that you are taking an interest in 
matters of this kind, and I am sure he Merchants’ 
Exchange will be giad of your co-operation and of 
that of other citizens in a matter of such great im- 
portance as the improvement of the waterways 
of the country. The Merchants’ Exchao of 
Louis has been largely the inspiring force for many 
years, in all matters pertaining to the improvement 
of the rivers, and l think, through ite committees, 
backed by its influence, greater results can be ac- 
complished than in any other way. I, therefore. 
must decline to serve on the committee organized as 
you pro „and ask if it would not be more 12 
priate thet sou oin with us in this good work. Head- 
quarters at the Merchants’ Exchange.

Mrs. Besant stated that theosophy came 


forward as holding the spiritual as opposed 
to the material conception ofthe universe, 
but declaring that it might be justified to the 
intellect and demonstrated to the reason. 
Humanity asked for something more than 
the outcome of agnosticism, which was that 


man climbed upw to fall back in 
the end; and in response to this de- 
mand theosophy came with its mes- 


sage of lifeand immortality, showing that 
the universe was, indeed, a spiritual uni- 
verse, that man was essentially spirit, and 
that that spirit was immortal, eternal and 
imperishable, as wellas uncreated. It said 
toa ic science: Man is an organism in- 
volving new powers, new sciences, new 
things for investigation, and what you call 
‘unknowable’ is only ‘unknowable’ to man 
to-day, but which has been already investi- 
gated by a few, and is not beyond the reach 
of those who dare to tread an 
unknown path. Havin pointed out 
the distinction tween the- 
Seg, and occultism was that 
the latter was a branch of theosophy which 
belonged to the more advanced in theosophic 
science, Mrs. Besant added that, beyond 
this, theosophy alleged that there were differ- 
ent planes of life, thought, and being—name- 
ly, the physical, or lower planes, and the 
Spiritual, or higher planes, the latter being 
denominated astro, ‘‘passional,’’ men- 
tal, and so on. The lecturer referred at 
length to the evidences furnished by cases of 
hypnotism, clairvoyance, etc., of the exist- 
ence of a spiritual or will power capable of 
moving matter, and went on to contend that 
what theosophists regarded as the higher 
planes were eternal and imperishable. 

She also stated that one of the doctrines of 
theosophy was that of reincarnation, it being 
held that the eternal spirit came to the earth, 
encased itself in the human form, gathered 
human knowledge through the ucation of 
life, and when death arrived, and the body 
was worn out, the immortal principle of 
intelligence, or the spirit of man, passed 
through a period of rest, and then returned 
once more to earth with the experience 
already gathered, entering upon a new 
course of human life, thus constantly accum- 
ulating mental and moral capacities by an 
evolution, and one that was necessary to 
explain the differences in the intelligence and 
morality of man. Theosophy, she said, 
further held that there wasa mental and 
moral as well as a physical heredity, and that 
there wasa principle termed Karma, which 
meant that as humanity sowed so must it 
reap. 

At the close of the lecture a number of 
questions, written by members of the audi- 
ence and handed to the Chairmag, were an- 
swered by Mrs. Besant, whose replies may be 
summarized as follows: The explanation of 
how man’s want of all recollection of a pre- 
vious state of existence was to be reconciled 
with a belief in a future state of existence 
was, roughly, that the brain memory be- 
longed to a transient per ity. To the 
question whether there was any knowl- 
edge derived from ascertained facts ac- 
cessible to inquirers in proof of the 
doctrine of reincarnation, the answer was 
contained in the suggestion furnished by the 
immense differences, morally and intellect- 
ually, between human beings, the divergen- 
cies often existing in the case of twins, the 
numerous cases of infant genius in which 
there was knowledge such as could not have 
been acquired inthe present state of exist- 
ence. In reply to the question, Are beasts re- 
incarnated, and if not, why not?“ the answer 
was that the reincarnation principle passed 
through all the lower stages of existence, 
including the minerai, the plant, and the 
brute, up to man; that this was a process of 
differentiation, and that gradually this prin- 
ciple, which was general and universal, be- 
came individualized as the physical appar- 
atus became suitable for the manifestation. 
The reply to the question, Does not theoso- 
phy destroy the intuition implanted by God in 
every individual?!“ was that it did not de- 
stroy, but rather trained that faculty. A 
question as the originand useof evil was 
broadly that evil was the persistence of the 
lower, or brute, nature in the lower planes of 
humanity. As to individual mind, origin, that 
was Gerived from the universal mind which, 
like light, pervaded the universe. With re- 
gard to the period of reincarnation, that 
varied according to the stage of evolution 
reached by the individual. In reference to 
prayer, theosophists did not believe in 
prayer toany object outside humanity; she 
preferred to put it, notas prayer, but as the 
aspiration of a lower to a higher life. Asto 
the theory of a personal God, if by this were 
meant an_extra-cosmic God, distinct from 
the univ and yet infinite, so unphilos 
ophic a conception was not part of the the- 
osophic theory. With reference to love, Mrs. 
Besant stated that she regarded love asthe 
great moving force of the world, but it need- 
ed wisdom to prevent its doing harm.

As t cowboy’s horse was fresh and the 
wolf already pretty tired, it was not long un- 
til the noose was dro over the head of 
the big gray. The animal’s fore feet went 
through the loop, however, and the rope 
tightened around his body in such a wa 
that he was able to make a strong pull. 
Finding himself at the endoftherope the 
brute, after failing to cut m with his 
sharp teeth, made a dash for liberty in an- 
other direction. The movement drew the 
rope about the bronco’s hind less and tall 
and the natural result was some very hard 
bucking. Between the bucking horse and 
the wolf Stiff had his attention pretty weil 
taken up. He held tothe bucking-strap and 
finally got straight with the wolf at the end 
of the rope and square infrontof the horse.

Remarkable Deposits of Admirable Kaolin 
~The Supply Practically Inexhaast- 
ible—-A Swedish Expert’s Opinio®—A 
Discovery of Immense Value to ? 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 4.—There is every 

prospect of a new and important industry 

being inaugurated in Southern Illinois? It 
has been known that large beds of waite 


ciay exist in various parts of the State,ses- 
pecially in the southern counties, but hh - 


orto little or no attention has been paid; to 


the fatal effects of his 


these deposits, and no attempt to deve op 
them has deen made, for the reason 
that their commercial value has jot 
been appreciated. A recent examinauon 
made by the State Geologist, Or. 
Lindahl, has proved that these beds (on- 
sist of kaolin ofa very fine quality, adntir- 
ably suited to the manufacture of porcel¥in. 
Dr. Lindahl was not willing to trust his un- 
aided judgment, and sent a sample of the 
clay, chosen from several localities, to 
Stockholm, where the celebrated Swedish 
porcelain is manufactured. The manager of 
the works sent back a sample dish, made 
from the Illinois clay, and wrote in the high- 
est terms concerning its value. 80 pletsed 
was he with it that he requested ‘that 
a quantity of the clay be rent 
him from which he would make a full set of 
fine tableware to be exhibited at the Worid’s 
Fair. Inthe immediate neighborhood of,the 
porcelain clay deposits is found everything 
that is required for the manufacture of une 
earthenware, and there is no apparent 
reason why a large manufactory should not 
be started.
